THE PASSOVER AND 
THE LORD’S SUPPER 





The Passover was ordained 
by God Himself and was first 
observed by the children of Is- 
rael the night the death angel 
visited Egypt, and was a type 
of Christ our Redeemer. The 
Lamb must be without blemish 
and to test this it was kept up 
four days, so our Lord’s life 
under hostile scrutiny was the 
testing which proved His holi- 
ness. The Lamb thus_ tested 
must be slain, the blood must 
be applied. This answers to ap- 
propriation by personal faith. 
The feast typified Christ the 
bread of life answering to the 
memorial supper. Matt. 26:26- 
28. 

We find the first record of 
this ordinance in Ex. 12. Here 
the lamb was slain and the 
blood sprinkléd on the lintels 
and door posts and the body 
roasted and eaten without 
breaking of any bones, thus 
showing the unity of the peo- 


ple, and as we eat the bread 
and drink of the vine, show- 
ing the unity of the Church. 


Just fifty days from Israel’s de- 
liverance from HBgypt the law 
was given at Sinai. Fifty days 
from the death of Jesus until 
the giving of the Holy Ghost. 
The second observance of the 
Passover was in the wilderness 
of Sinai. Num. 9:5. It was ob- 
served by Joshua in Canaan. 
Josh. 5:10. By Hezekiah after 
the captivity of Israel. 2 Chron. 
30:13. By Josiah before the 
captivity of Judah. 2 Kings 23:- 
21. By Ezra on the return from 
the captivity. Bzra 6:19. By 
Christ. Matt. 26: Mark 14; Luke 
22; John 13. 





From a careful study of these 
Gospels we can readily see Je- 
sus as He ate the Passover 
Supper and instituted His own 
supper in the same room, the 
same night; thus ending the 
‘old Jewish Passover and insti- 
tuting the new, that is, giving 
Himself as the Lamb to be slain 
for our passover, so we are not 
commemorating the  deliver- 
ance of the natural man from 
the bondage of Egypt, but we 
eat of His body and drink of His 
blood in memory of His death 
and suffering for our deliver- 
ance from the bondage of sin. 
All the Gospels agree that Je- 
sus ate the Passover first, and 
then John 13 says supper being 
ended, referring to the Pass- 
over. Judas having taken the 
sop leaves the room, not re- 
maining for the feet washing

and Lord’s Supper. John 13:30. 
Then Jesus washes feet and af- 
ter feet washing He sits down 
again and takes bread and 
blesses it and breaks it and 
gives to His disciples and said, 
Take, eat, this is my body and 
the cup also. See Matt. 26:26, 
27. And they sang a hymn and 
went out into the mount. of 
Olives. Matt. 26:30. These 
Scriptures make it very clear 
that Jesus ate the Passover 
with them, then washed their 
feet (Judas being out), then in- 
stituted His supper and sung a 
hymn and went out. For I have 
given you an example that ye 
should do as I have done to 
you. So I believe it would be 
wise for us to follow the ex- 


ample just as it was given. John 
13:15.

DUCT A MODELSUNDAY SCHOOL

.In our attempt to explain 
how to organize and conduct a 
model Sunday School, it might 
be well to first define what is 
meant by such in the church, 
in which the Word is taught 
for the purpose of winning 
souls and keeping them estab- 
lished. In order that the Sunday 
School fulfill this purpose it is 
necessary that it be properly 
organized and conducted. 

We will begin with the 
youngest children who are the 
little beginners from three to 
six years of age.

She should not give 
them much memory work, but 
rather tell them Bible stories 
showing God’s love for us and 
nature.
